_ since school days, when we went to the same 
fbquainted.l|i 1935 whan S« had difficulties be* 
a bBlf-*Jeweis* In ly position as Beferent in 
tbs Interior Klnlstry, I succeeded In arranging a legalization of the 
Barri&ge which was valid also for Gexiiaxiy. this case produced a strong 
reaction In par^ circles which naturally strongly opposed this narrlage* 
The proceedings i^re for all concerned fraught with danger, as not only the 
race political fi^lce, but also a representative of the deputy of the

vinoed in the course of these events that Dr. £• was as Ixzuardly opposed to 
^aiam as I, our families more and more contact after his marriage. In 

that way I found out majority of E's f^iexidB belonged to the oppo* 

sition circles. Tberef<^ 1 was not surprised when I learned that £• was in 
close contact with the ^uUlAGlO^GHllLTZ^ resistance gro\9* I myself 

took an active part in uis planning and preparation of the 20th of July 
revolutionary attempt. I worked very dos^y with leading people in the 
olvUian leader group and was myself p^^ds^ as State Seoretary in the 
Ministry of Education. Major GeneroljHiEf7» who provided the eaqploslve for 
the assadinatlon attes^tjVas a fyiendlof many years' standing. I was there* 
fare extreiaely endangered after the failure of the assa^d^tlon attempt and 
began to make preparations for fleeing to Switzerland. E. gave me substan- 
tial help in this through his good knowledge of local conditions tberoi and 
also assisted me during the period of preparation through valuable informa- 
tion on tbs situation In film and theatre oiroles. I finally decided against 
flight to Switzerland because I would have endangered wy family, and because 
on the other hand 1 could, after bribing the guards, give valuable infoma* 
tlon to my friends and acquaintances who had been lupriaoned in Berlin, 
Lehrtherstrasse, because of their partlolpatlon in the 20th of July plot. 

But as the situation became more axxl more dangerous, I left Berlin at the 
end of Naroh 1945 together with £• and vent to Bavaria. The Gestapo sent a 
Berlin official to arrest me there about the end of April 1945. Because of 
the q;ulQk advance of the Americans the Intended arre^ could not be carried 
through. V

When his house bwoed. Sotos time afterwards he told ms I oertolnly was X 20 t 
of Aryan descent, and the same was true of his wife. When my house was 
destroyed in December 1943> S. offered ms shelter in his house, saying that 
he and his wife did it only because they were sure of my opposition to 
Nazism and that they only wanted to IVequent people who held these views* I

I belonged fbom 1937-1942 to an 
illegal resistance organisation^ the SGHULZB-B023EN--BARHACK group; vae ar- 
rested in 1942 with about 600 others, of whom about tvo-thlrds got the 
death penalty. I have known £« for about ten years. £. was always ready 
to use the numerous possibilities at his disposal as production bead of 
Tobis for covering and oaaouflaging illegal resietanoe work. The chief of 
our organisation, S-B| was in close contact with £. He was frequently in 
hie hoae, and I often Bst £« in S-B’s home. £• was knowledgeable about 
many proceedings in our organisation, and through all Idia years kept silent, 
tolerated and, where be could, fux*thered our work. He was a so-called con- 
tact man, that is, our organization used fully the connections which he bad 
to leading personalities of the Third Reich. He introduced to S-B numerous 
very isportant officials, officers and leading personalities of the Hitler 
reglzoe. In this way he played a very Irportant role for us. Besides, he 
passed on information to which we sent out over the secret radio.

servloes to the British through CounlilD^ICi^ but that the M.tlsh g ov e rn-
